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During the week ending the 20th September, 1947, in 
India (excluding East Punjab, Delhi Previnoe and. Asmara) 
and in the Indian States shown in this statement the total 
number of deaths recorded in 159 towns having a papulation 
ti 30,000 and over was 9,438. The mid-year estimated popu- 
lation of these towns was 2,03,07,799 and the death rate was 
24-2 per thousand of the population. Births in the same 
towns numbered 13,047 giving a birth rate of 34*9 per thou- 
sand of the population.

' During the week ending tho 0th Soptembsr, 1947 in 
India (excluding East Punjab, Delhi Province and Bihar) 
and in the Indian States shown in tho statement, the total 
number o c deaths reoorded in 153 towns having a population 
ol 39,000 and over was 8,049. The mid-year estimated 
population of these towns was 19,759,109 and the death rate 
was 22-8 per thousand of the population. Births in the 
same towns numbered. 12,902 giving a birth rate of 34-0 
per thousand of the p opulation. In India alone the corres- 
ponding birth and d nth rates ware 34*0 and 22 ■ 9 per thousand 
the population respectively.
